BROUGHT FROM  VANCOUVER

Arrests in Seattle Cause Breakup
of Big Ring—Trips Between Seat-
tle and Vancouver Were Made
Under Cover of Darknass.

Seattle, Wash.—Watery depths of
Elllott bay formed the hiding place In
which a liquor smuggling ring cached
wholesale gunntities of Canadlan whis-
Ky brought by boat from Vancouver
prior to the arrest of four of its mem-
s, nedording to disclosures mude
by Lieut. E. ©. Colller, bhead of the
pollee dry squad, says n recent lssue
of the SBeattle Post-lutelligencer.

Lieutenant Colller made public the
Information regarding the ring follow-
ing the sentenclog of two of Its mwem-
bers Io federal court and the failure
of the lnunch operated by the gung to
arrive at lts customary place In keep-
Ing with the schedule planned pre-
vious to the arrest of the four mem-
bers of the ring,

Gus Hanson, llcensed wmariner, and
John Morris, n deck hand, were sen-
tenced to serve 30 days In the county
Jall and pay n fine of §200 by Judge
Jereminh Neterer when they pleaded
gullty to transporting liguor. The
charges against them were the first In
this district to be flled directly under
the authority of the pnew federal pro-
hibitlon law. Bert Jackson and John
Olson, laborérs, were arrested at the
same time Huoson and Morrls were
taken and are stlll held In the cliy
Jull,

The urrest of the quartette took
place at the base of o 200-foot clIY on
Magnolla bluff while the men were
tnking the last 180 quarts of Cann-
dinn whisky out of the water pre-
paratory to carrying it to the top of
the cliff above and storing It in a

thicket less than forty yvards off Mag-

nolla houlevard near the =outhern end
of Thirty-seventh nvenne west,

A trade is gradunlly being estab-
ished In some markets for fancy near-
by ducks' eggs, which bring higher
prices than hens' eggs, and the de-
mand seems to be Inereasing. Pure
white eggs are preferred and usually
bring the highest price, eggRs
should be marketed frequently, as
they depreciate In quality more rapld-
Iy than hens' eggs, especially during
hot weather, The market for eggs
shomld be anrefully Jinvestignted by
those who intend to raise breeds of
the egg-lnying type of duecks, such ae
the Indlan Runner, especially for the
productlon of eggs, suy poultry spe-
cialistg of the United Stutes depnart-
ment of agriculture.

PROVIDE FOWLS CLEAN FEED

Carelessness on Part of Poultryman
in Cleaning Utensila Will Cause
Much Trouble.

Fowls that are fed grain are pretty
sure to recelve pure feed, as all one
has to wateh is to make sure the
grains are sweet and clean, and not
moldy or decayed., However, it Is sel
fdom advisahle to make grain the sole
raution of the poultry.

Soft feods (or minshes) will have to
be fed to some extent and troughs |
must be for this kind of feed.
Where the residue Is left to sour, tlmL
fowls will show the effects In time.
Fermented feeds do not appear to be
rendily digested by poultry and may
also spread disepse germs.
